ENGLISH HISTORY, 



1. History is a record of the events, and a 
description of the manners and customs of a nation. 
It is very important that we should be acquainted 
with the history of our own country, that we may 
know what took place in former times. 

2. England is our own country; it is the prin- 
cipal part of the island of Grbat Britain, mich 
contains England, Scotland and Walks. 

3. Grbat Britain is North West of Europb; 
being an island, it is surrounded by water. 

4. The Atlantic Ocean lies North ci Great 
Britain ; the English Channel is South $ the Ger- 
man Ocean is East; the Irish Sea and St. Gorge's 
Channel, West. 

5. Scotland is die Northern part of Grkat 
Britain; and Walks is the Western part. 

6. Irk LAND, too, is a part of our nation, and is 
divided from Grkat Britain by the Irish 1^. 

7. The proper title of our country is^ Gil^w<& %%x« 
TAIN and Irkland, and aw Qco««xl \% ^^^^'^Aas^ 
Britannic Majebty. 



8. Informer times^ England was called ALBtoBTi 
also Britannia ; and the same names are still often 
nsed. Scotland >yas called Caledonia; Walbs 
was called Cambria ; and Ireland^ Hibernia. 

9* The national flower of England is the Rose, 
The national banner has on it, St. George and the 
Dragon ; and the tutelary saint of England is St« 
George. As these things were settled in old times, 
they are still used as national marks. 

10. The tutelary saint of Scotland is St. Andrew, 
and the national emblem is the thistle; of Ireland, 
St. Patrick and the shamrock; of Wales, St. David 
and the leek, 

11. In ancient times, France was called Gaul or 
Gallia; the people were called Gauls, and sometimes 
Celtae or Celts. 

12. The early inhabitants of Great Britain came 
from Gaul; and are supposed to have been descended 
from Gomer, the son of Japhet, who was the son of 
Noah. 

13. About fifty-five years before the birth of Christ, 
Julius Csesar, emperor of Rome, a great warrior, 
having got possession of Gaul, made war also upon 
Britain; but the Britons fought so bravely, that he 
was obliged to return to his own country. 

14. Several of the Roman emperors who succeeded 
Julius Csesar, continued the war against the Britons ; 
and after a time, tiie Romans completely conquered 
Britain. 

16. The natives of Britain, who were called Britons, 
were a warlike, simple people; they lived on milk and 
roots, and dwelt in little cabins made of turf and clay. 

16. The relifl^on of the ancient Britons was called 
Dmidism, and tiieir priests were called Druids. 

17 • Tlie Druids believed in one Suprkmb God ; bu 
in other respects, their religion was false and cruel 
Hiey offered human beings as sacrifices, and worshi!^ 
pedtbe oak aisd mistletoe, rocks, stones sBdioxokXx^xA 



18. The Druids lived chiefly in the island of Mona, 
now called Anglesea. When Britain became a Roman 
province, the emperor Nero caused them all to be put 
to death. 

19. Many of the British princes defended their coun- 
try against the attacks of the Roman emperors. 

20. Caractacus was one of the bravest of theseprinces; 
he commanded the British army for nine jeais, very 
successfully, but he was at length taken prisoner and 
carried to Rome. 

21. Caractacus was led in triumph through the city 
of Rome; looking round on all the grandeur and 
splendour of that city, he exclaimed, " how is it 
possible that a people possessed of so much mag- 
nificence at home, should envy me an humble cot- 
tage in Britain ? " 

22. The Iceni were the inhabitants of the present 
counties of Norfolk and Suffolk. Boadicea was Queen 
of the Iceni, and fousht a battle against the Romans. 
She was, however, defeated, and poisoned herself to 
avoid the cruelties of her conquerors. 

23. The Romans kept possession of Britain about 
four hundred years. 

24. The Roman emperors who visited Britain were, 
1. Julius Csesar. — 2. Claudius. — 3. Adrian.— 4. Seve- 
rus. — 5. Constantius. — 6. Constantine the Greatt 

25. It is supposed that the christian church was 
founded in Britain by St. Paul, or some of his dis- 
ciples, before the Romans setUed in Britain, and 
about sixty-three years after the death of Christ. 

26. After the Romans had given up the island of 
Great Britain, the Picts and Scots, who lived in Cale- 
donia, (now Scotland,) troubled the Britons as much 
as the Romans had done, and made many invasions. 

27. The Saxons are natives of Saxony, a country of 
Germany ; and the Britons were foolish enough to 
invite their assistance to drive away the Picts and 
Scots. 
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28. Hengist and Horsa, two Saxon brothers, headed 
an army^ and soon conquered the enemies of the 
Britons. 

29. The Saxons found that Britain was a much bet- 
ter country than their own, and determined to stay in 
it. In a snort time, they dso conquered Britain, and 
then divided it into seven kingdoms. 

30. The seven kingdoms were called the Saxon 
Heptarchy and eJterwards England. 

31. The Saxon Heptarchy was composed of the 
following seven kingdoms. 1 . Kent. — 2. Northumber- 
land. — 3. £ast Anglia.— 4. Mercia. — 6. Essex. — 
6. Sussex. — 7. Wessex. 

32. The kings of the Heptarchy soon began to Quar- 
rel among themselves ; and at length, Egbert, King 
of Wessex, conquered all the rest, and was crowned 
at Winchester, by the title of King of England, 
A.D. 827. 

33. A. D. is an abbreviation of Anno Domini, two 
Latin words, meaning Year of our Lord ; the dates 
of the years being coimted from the death of Christ. 

34. Tiie Christian religion had been brought into 
Britain nearly eight hundred years before ; but the 
people had forgotten the true religion during the wars 
ana disturbances, and had most of them become 
Pagans like theur Saxon conquerors. 

36. About the year 596, soon after the Saxons had 
conquered Britain, Pope Gregory sent missionaries 
from Rome, to preach tne religion of Christ to these 
ignorant people* 

36. A monk named Augustine, assisted b]r forty 
other monks, undertook the pious taskof teacning the 
Saxons the true religion. 

37. Augustine landed in the Isle of Thanet, and asked 
ppmission of Ethelbert, then King of Kent, to instruct 
ms subjects in the gospel of Christ. 

38. King Ethelbert gave his consent, and was coiv- 
verted after a time, to the Christian re\\gioTi,Vj Kx>«a&- 



tine, and he gave the monks leave to reside at Can- 
terbury. 
39* Ethelbert, King of Kent, was the first Saxon 
King who became a christian ; and the other Saxon 
Kings, one after another, followed his example. 

40. Many of the Saxon teachers became famous for 
their learning and piety. One of them, called Thk 
Venerable Bede, was particularly celebrated; he 
wrote a history of the Anglo Saxon church. 

41. The Venerable Bede died A. D. 735. We 
will now proceed to say something of all the Saxon 
kings who reigned, after Egbert became the only King 
of England. 

42. EGBERT. 827. 

In this reign the Danes landed in the Isle of 
Sheppey (Kent), and many battles took place. 

43. The Danes inhabit Denmark, which is a coun- 
try in the western part of the continent of Europe, 
and near to England, 

44. The Danes made as many attempts to gain posses- 
sion of England as the Saxons had done ; but Egbert 
was such a brave King, that he defeated them, and 
drove them from England. 

45. King Egbert was succeeded by his son 
Ethelwolf. 



ETHELWOLF. 838. 

46. This King had been a monk; he was not so war- 
like as his father, Egbert, and could not prevent the 
Danes from settling m the Isle of Thd3\^l)X&.^£»ssc&.. 

47. Ethelwolf had ioux %otv%, ^V^ ^^^'^^'^^^S 
of England.

These two Kings reifpied together. Ethelbald 
died first; he was a bad King. 

49. The Danes continued very tronblesome in Eng- 
land, during tfa« whole reign of Ethelbert, whidi lasted 
six years. 

50. Ethelbert left the kingdom to his brother, 

51. ETHELRED. 866. 

In this reign the Danes did great mischief; and 
the King died of a wound, received in a battle with 
them. 

52. Ethelred was succeeded by his brother, 

ALFRED. 871. 
Samamed The Great. 

53. Alfred was the youngest son of Ethelwolf, and 
was a learned and excellent King. 

54. According to the custom of the times in which 
he lived, Alfred was twelve years old before he learned 
to read. 

55. The Danes were more troublesome than ever, 
during the reiffn of King Alfred ; he fought nine bat- 
tles against them in one year, but could not gain a 
victory over them. 

56. At length, he was reduced to such distress, that 
he was obliged to hide himself in the little island of 
Athelney, in Somersetshire ; after remaining there a 
short time, he disguised himself as a harper, and went 
into the Danish camp, to find out the number of their 
troops, and what they intended to do. 

57. Guthrum, the Danish General, not knowing it 
was King Alfred, was much pleased with his music; 
JuidmviSsd him to stay a few days wvXlti \)si«Bi, 
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58. After he had seen all he wished^ Alfred returned 
to his friends, and collected a large army in Selwood 
Forest ; he then attacked the Danes^ and obtained a 
complete victory. 

59. Many beautiful anecdotes are told of the good 
King Alfred, which prove him to have been a wise and 
benevolent man. 

60. It is said that in the days of his distress, a pil- 
grim begged food of him; Alfred desired Alswitha, 
his Queen, to ^ive the poor man half of whatever pro- 
visions they might happen to have. 

61. Alswitha found but one loaf, and told her hus- 
band that they could not spare food for others, when 
they had so little for themselves. 

62. Alfred cheerfully gave the poor Christian half 
the loaf, telling the Queen, that He who could feed 
five thousand people with five loaves and two fishes, 
could, if it so pleased Him, command the half loaf to 
last until more was procured, 

63. Alfred's benevolence was not unrewarded; his 
companions, having gone to procmre fish or any pro- 
visions they could mid, returned with sufficient to last 
whilst they were in concealment. 

64. At another time, Alfred was obliged to take shel- 
ter in the cottage of a cow-keeper. The woman of 
the house did notknow him, and ordered him to watch 
some cakes which were baking on the. hearth, whilst 
she went to milk the cows. 

65. Poor Alfred was mending his bow and arrows ; 
and, thinking constantly of his troubles, he was care- 
less enough to forget the cakes, so that they were 
much burned. 

66. When the woman returned and found her cakes 
nearly spoiled, she was very angry ; and told him he 
was ** a lazy fellow, ready enough to eat the cakes« but 
not willing to help to cook tbam." _^ 

67. After Alfred had compVel^Vj Wi^Q^^^x^^'^'^^^S^i. 
instead of murdering Viia ptvs^u^x^ ^^ ^^ ^>asN» 
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wftB, he promised to allow them to remain in Englan 
and to regard them as friends, if they would becon 
Christians. 

68. Guthrum and his people agreed to become Chrii 
tians and were baptised ; they ^terwards lived in Eai 
Anglia and Northmnberland. Kinff Alfred stoa 
sponsor for Guthrum, who received the Christiai 
name of Athelstane. 

69. When Alfred had established peace in his king^ 
dom, he set about amending the laws, and malfiy ig> 
many improvements. 

70. He divided England into counties, and founded 
the university of Oxford. 

71. A university is a school, or collection of colleges^ 
where all the arts and sciences are tauffht. The 
English clergy receive their education at the univer- 
aities. 

72. As clocks and watches were then unknown. King 
Alfred invented a way of measuring time by candles ; 
the^ were made to bum eight hours each, and he thus 
divided the day into three parts. 

73. He also improved the army and navy, and did 
all he could to encourage learning. He was so strict 

' and honest in all his words and actions, that he was 
called the Truth Teller. 

74. The pohce was so well regulated in Alfred's time, 
that it is said, golden bracelets were hung up near the 
highways, and no robber dared to touch them. 

75. Very little attention was paid to education in 
those days, even by the higher classes. The biog- 
rapher of Alfred mentions, with surprise, that the 
King taught lus youngest son, Ethelward, to read, 
before he allowed him to learn to hunt. This shews 
that Alfred was determined to set a good example to 
his subjects. 

76. Alfred has the credit of introducing the trial by 
jnry) and was, in short, the best «Lnd %xcaXft%x Yilvc^^ 

/!Aat ever appeared in Europe. 
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^1, Alfred the Great reigned twenty-nine years, and 
died at Oxford, in tiiie year 901 ; aged 49 years.

80. His reign was much disturbed by the Danes and 
Scots; but he conquered all his enemies, and drove 
the Danish chiefs, Guthfrith and Anlaf, out of his 
kingdom. 

81. The famous Guy, Earl of Warwick, who killed 
the Danish giant Colbrand, and performed many other 
wonderful actions, lived in the reign of Athelstane. 

82. Athelstane was succeeded by his brother, 

EDMUND. 940. 
Suruamed The Pious. 

83. This King rekpied about six years. He was mur- 
dered at the a^e of!23, by Leolf, a robber. Edmund 
was succeeded by his brother, 

EDRED. 946. 

84. He rebuilt GlastonYjury K\i\>^^' ♦, X^xnxcsNjsxw, \^

88. Edwy's marriage with the beautiful Elgi^ 
ly displeased the Abbot Dunstan, who raised 
partyl to carry off the Queen to Ireland ; not 
with this, they branded her on the face with a 
to spoil her beauty, and finally killed her. 

89. Edwy died of grief, in the fourth year of 1

EDGAR. 959. 
Sumamed the Peaceful. 

90. This King had a prosperous reign ; he 
Iriendship vnth Dunstan, and the monks ; i 
very powerful, and had much control over tli 
of the nation.

94. This King reigned only four years, and came to 
his death by the contrivance of his step-mother, El- 
frida, who wished her son Ethelred to have the throne. 

95. Edward was a very amiable prince, and had al- 
ways behaved to his step*mother with great respect, 
although he knew she had no good feeling towards 
him. 

96. Elfrida lived in Corfe Castle in Dorsetshire, and 
Edward called one day to pay her a visit, unattended 
by his servants. The wicked woman caused him to be 
stabbed in the back, whilst he was drinking, on horse- 
back. 

97. The poor King, finding himself wounded, put 
spurs to his horse, but soon fainted from loss of blood, 
and Was dragged in the stirrup till he died. 

98. The pity of the people made them believe that 
miracles were wrought at his tomb, and this gave him 
the name of the Martyr. Edward was succeeded by 
his half-brother, Ethelred, the son of Elfrida. 

99. ETHELRED II. 978. 

Surnamed The Unready. 

Ethelred was an indolent, unwise King; and by 
his misconduct, caused an insurrection among his 
subjects. In this reign, the Danes again invaded 
England ; and for ten years there were plunderings, 
burnings, murders, and every kind of misery. 

100. Ethelred, at last, committed a shocking act to 
rid himself of the troublesome Danes. He ordered 
all who resided in England, excepting those in East 
Anglia and Mercia, to be massacred in one day, on 
the festival of St. Brice. 

101. When Sweyn, King of DeT«aa?cV,\veax\ ^^k^- '^^l.

104. Ethelred had a brave son, named Edmux 
fought his father's battles, and tried to preve 
nute from being king of England. 

105. After a reign of th'rty-seven years, E 
died and left the lungdom to his son, 

EDMUND. 1016. 

Sumamed Ibohsidb on account of his bravery 

strength. 

106. Edmund Ironside was also called Ec 
Atheling ; in the Saxon language, Atheling mea: 
to the crown, 

107. Edmund was at last obliged to share his 
dom with Canute the Dane, and after reigning 
six months, he was murdered at Oxford, and 
at Glastonbury. Canute then reigned alone. 

108. CANUTE. 1017. 
Sumamed Thb Great. 

Much blood had been shed to secure the thr* 
Canute, but he now seemed desirous to atoi 
the past, and became mild and just. 

109. He was the most powerful monarch in Ei 
and took the title of King of England, Norway, 
den and Denmark. 

110. In the height of his glory, when his coi 
used to flatter him as if he were a god, Canute 
a method to shew them that their homage wa 
siUy and sinful. 

111. Canute was at Southampton, walking 
seaside, when the tide was rising, aii^ V^ ^ 

courtiers if the waves would ftow \)acW «^. 
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tnand ; they answered, most certainly they would, aar 
he was so great and powerful a monarch. 

112. Canute then ordered a chair to be broup^ht; and 
Beating himself there, with a loud voice, he commanded 
the waves to retire. 

113. He pretended to wait for some time for their 
submission ; but when the tide began to wet his feet, 
he turned to his base flatterers, and ssiid with a solemn 
voice, "The titles of Lord and Master belong only 
to Him Who can say to the ocean, " thus far shait 
thou go and no fmther" — and Whom Earth and 
Seas are ready to obey." 

114. It is said, that aiter this, Canute never wore his 
crown. He reigned nineteen years, and left his king- 
dom to his souj 

HAROLD. 1035. 

$amamed IIarbfoot, on account of his swiftness in 

running. 

115. Harold reigned four years, and was a bad cha-^ 
racter. Paper was first made in this reign. — He wa» 
succeeded by his brother, 

HARDICANUTE. 1039. 

116. This King was a wicked and cruel tyrant. After 
k reign of two years, he died in a fit of drunkenness. 

117. The English, being tired of their Danish kings, 
resolved to restore the Saxon line; and, as Hardicanute 
had left no children, the crown of England was be^ 
stowed on Edward, the brother of Edmund Atheling. 

118. EDWARD. 1041.

123. Normandv is a province in the northern part 
France. The Duke of Normandy, who defeated Haro 
at HastinfpB, is generally called William the Conqu< 
or; and his victory over Harold, is called the NoRMi 
CoNauEST. Harold reigned only nine months.

126. William I. was somewhat of a tyrant to his 
Englisli subjects, and ordered very cruel laws to be 
observed bv them. One was, that no fire or candles 
should be allowed after eight o'clock in the evening, 
when a bell was rung. 

127. The eight o'clock bell was called the Curfew beU, 
and is still rung in some places, though we are not now 
obliged to put out our fires and candles at that time. 

128. Another cruel act of William I. was, that he 
destroyed many churches and houses in Hampshire^ 
on purpose to make himself a new forest to hunt in. 

129.^ Wilhamwa8> however, a clever King, and made 
several improvements in the government of the king- 
dom of Enffland. He secured the country against the 
Danes^ and built the tower of London. 

130. He also ordered the Doomsday book to be com- 
piled ; this book contidned a survey of all the estates 
m England, and may yet be seen in the Exchequer ; 
it is considered one of the most valuable relics of old 
times poflHKssed by any nation. 

131. In the reign of William the Conqueror, musical 
notes were invented by a Frenchman. William built 
a splencUd monastery on the field where his battle with 
Harold was fought; t\xe T\un& «t^ ^^C^ <3S^&^^^«Ka>»* 

132/williani 1. died m comec^«:^e^^^ ^\^Vs««* 
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hU horse, and was buried in Normaiidy. Aged Q3 
years. Reigned twenty-one years. 

133. William I. was succeeded by his third son.

134. William Rufus was cruel and irreligious. His 
Crusades or Holy Wars were begun in his reign« and 
Westminster Hall was built. 

135. William II. was accidentally killed whilst bunt- 
ing in the New Forest, by Sir Walter Tyrrel, with an 
arrow. Aged 44 years, naving reigned nearly eleyen 
years. 

136. William Rufus was never married ; he was suc- 
ceeded by his yoimger brother,

1. Henry, son of the Empress Matilda, and afterwards 
King Henry II, of England. 

137. Henry I. behaved very unjustly to his eldest 
brodier, Robert, who ought to have been king, instead 
of himself; he confined Robert in Cardiff Uastle for 
twenty -eight years ; and is even accused of depriving 

Iu8 unfortunate brother of sight, by d<&%tTo^vEv^ W 
^/^es with a red hot copper basin. 
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138. When Robert became Henry's prisoner, Henry, 
of course, was Duke of Normandy as well as King of 
England ; and promised himself, no doubt, a long life 
of prosperitjr. So great a misfortune, however, befel 
him, that it is said he never snuled afterwards. 

139. The misfortune was this : he had an only son, 
who was an amiable prince, and tenderly beloved by 
his father; at the age of 18, this young prince> whose 
name was William^ went to visit his Father's domino- 
ions, in Normandy. 

140. When he was returning to England, the ship 
was dashed to pieces, and all on board perished except- 
ing one person ; this dreadful accident was owing to 
the raptain and sailors being drunk> and unable to 
attend to th^ duty. 

141. The young prince nnght have been saved, if he 
had not heard the cries of lus sister Maude, who was 
left in the ship, and insisted upon going back for her ; 
when the boat came near the ship, so many others 
j umped in, that the boat sank, and all were immediately 
drowned. 

142. Henrv I. died of eating too many lampreys, 
a kind of fisn ; which shews that this King must have 
been somewhat of a glutton. He reigned thirty-five 
years, and was 65 vears old, at the time of his death; 
he left his daugnter Matilda, heiress of all his 
dominions.

They cruelly murdered Beckett whilst he was kneeling 
before the aJtar, in the cathedral church, Canterbury. 

152. King Henry was greatly distressed when he 
found what the knights had done; and as the com- 
mon people looked upon Becket as a martyr, he did 
penance by walking four miles barefoot to jBecket's 
tomb, and was then scourged by the monks. 

153. The only Englishman who was ever made Pope 
of Rome, lived in the reign of Henry H. His name 
was Nicholas Breakspear, and he took the title of 
Adrian IV. when he became Pope; he was choked 
by a fly, which caused his death. 

1 54. Fair Rosamond lived in this reign, and was a 
great favourite of the King. Henry's wife was a wicked 
woman, and caused much grief to her husband ; his 
sons, also, were rebellious and undutiful to him. 

155. Several improvements took place in the reign 
of Henry H. The load-stone's power was dis- 
covered. Glass windows, and surnames, were first 
used ; and assizes and circuits were appointed. 

156. Henry n. died in the year 1189» aged 58 years; 
he reigned thirty-four years, and was succeeded by 
his second son,

159. Saladin, though a Pagan, was a monarch of ku 
mind, and generous disposition. Every day, a hem 
proclaimed in his presence, ''Remember, Saladu 
thou art mortal," and displayed before him a shroud 
instead of a banner. The Saracens are a people o 
Arabia. 

160. When King Richard was returning from the 
Holy Land, he was taken prisoner by the Duke of Aus- 
tria and none of his suojects cotud tell what had 
become of him. 

161. One of his favourites, Blondel, a musician, was 
determined to find out his place of confinement, and 
wandered about a long time, to seek him; one day 
very near the prison, he played a tune upon his harp, 
which King Richard was very fond of; tne King, who 
had his harp with him in the dungeon, repeated the 
same tune, and then Blondel knew uat his master was 
confined there. 

162. Blondel quicklv returned to England, and told 
the English people where their King was ; and they 
gladly paid tne Duke of Austria £300,000, as his ran- 
som. 

163. When Richard returned to London, he found 
that his brother John had been trying to usurp the 
throne, during his absence; John doubtless wished 
that Richard might have been kept in prison, so that 
he could have been King of Engumd. 

164. Richard generously forgave his deceitful and 
unkind brother; saying to Wm, "I wish I could as 
easily forget your injuries, as you will my pardon." 

165. Robin Hood and Little John, two famous out- 
laws, lived in the leign of Richard L A total eclipse 
)f the sun took place, when the stars were nsiblc at 
V o'clock in tlw morning. 
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166. In the course of his wars, Richard took Isaac, 
King of Cyprus, prisoner, and loaded him with silver 
fetters. 

167* Richard's death was occasioned hy a wound in 
the shoulder, from an arrow» whilst hesieging a castle 
in France. His age, at the time of his death, was 42 
years; and he had reigned ten years.

173. The noble Barons of England were so angry 
their King's conduct, that they made war upon mi 
and insisted upon a restoration of their liberties. 

1 74. John was obliged to comply with their demand 
and signed a parchment deed, cdled Magna Charta 
or the Great Chartbr. This secured many of the 
valuable privileges which Englishmen enjoy to this 
day. 

175. Magna Charta was signed at a place called Run- 
n^ede, near Windsor. John afterwards attempted to 
violate this charter; the Barons again made war upon 
him, and finally offered the crown of England to the 
French King. 

176. John collected a considerable army to fight for 
his crown ; but having lost his baggage and treasures 
and carriages, as he was passing from Lynn into 
Lincolnshire, by the overflowing of the sea, he became 
distracted and ul, and died of a fever at Newark, aged 
61 years. 

177. John reigned eighteen yoars, and died, hated by 
all his subjects; he was succeeded by his son Henrjr.

180. When Henry undertook the government of the 
kingdom, he attempted to violate Magna Charta, at 
which his peo]jle were so angry, that thev rebelled 
against him ; this rebellion was headed hj the Earl of 
Leicester, who had married the King's sister. 

181. As Henry was a weak King, his eldest son, 
Edward, a wise and brave Prince, settled all these 
troubles, and secured the throne to his father. 
Edward then joined the Crusades, aud made himself 
famous by many acts of valour in the Holy Land. 

182. The first regular parliaments were held in the 
reign of Henry HL Roger Bacon, the inventor of 
of magic lanterns and magnifying glasses, lived.

218. The Dukes of NorfoUcand Hereford had a ^ua

227« 'Vbe Rev. \Villiam Sauti^, having professed the 
opinions of Wickliffe, was publicly burned ; being the 
first English martyr since the Norman Conquest. 

228. The character of Henry IV. was bold and co« 
vetous ; he was never happy, nor felt himself safe in the 
unjust possession of a throne which lawfully belonged 
to his cousin.

255. Edward IV. ordered his brother, the Duke 
Clarence to be drowned in a butt of Malmsey wine, 1 
treason. A tradesman was executed for saying fa 
son was ''heir to the crown;" meaning the sign c 
his house. 

256. Robert B3rfield was fined for kneeling too neft 
the king. A dreadful plague happened in England, 
by which more persons penshed, tlum during the fif- 
teen years the civil wars lasted. 

257 > Queen Margaret of Anjou was ransomed by the 
French King, Louis XII. and passed the remainder of 
her days in tranquility. 

258. In this reign, printing was introduced into Eng- 
land, by William Caxton ; the first book printed in this 
country was called, " The Game and Playe of the 
Chesse. " Violins were invented. 

259. Edward IV. was considered the handsomest 
man of his time; he was brave, revengeful and selfish. 
He died of a fever, and was buried inthe new chapel 
at Windsor, the foundation of which he had laid. 

260. Edward IV. was the first king, since the Con- 
quest, who married a subject. He was 41 years old 
when he died, and had reigned twenty-two years. He 
was succeeded by his eldest son,

262. This King was a wicked tyrant, and committed 
numerous crimes. Besides ordering the death of his 
two nephews, he is said tb have murdered his wife, 
the Laay Anne, widow of Edward, the son of Henry 
VI. whom he had stabbed at Tewkesbury. 

263. The Earl of Richmond was the surviving heir 
of the house of Lancaster. He obtained a body of two 
thousand men from the King of France, and landed 
in England to dispute the throne with Richard III. 

264. A terrible battle took place in Bosworth Field, 
near Leicester, where Richard III. was killed, and the 
Earl of Richmoud proclaimed King by the title of 
Henry VII. Tlie battle of Bosworth ended a civil war, 
which had lasted thirtv years, and cost the lives of 
one hundred thousand Englishmen. 

265. In the reign of Richard III. the statutes or laws 
were made in the English language ; before this time, 
they had always been in Latin, or in French. The 
hardware manufacture was much improved. 

266. There was a great flood of the Severn, in this 
reign ; the water covered the tops of the Worcester- 
shire Hills. 

367. Sir William Collingbum was executed for com- 
posing a rhyme on King Richard and his ministers : 

" The Rat, the C«it, wi^ l.o^%\ o\« \i«^>

272. Several insurrections took place hi this reign ; 
one was headed by Lambert Simnel, but was speedily 
suppressed ; Simnel was made a scullion in the King's 
Idtchen, and was afterwards raised to the rank of Fal' 
eaaerj> in which employment he died. 
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273. Perkin Warbeck pretended to be the youngest 
son of Edward IV. that Duke of York whom Richard 
III. had murdered ; he occasioned much trouble in 
the kingdom, but was at length taken prisoner and 
put to death. 

274. America was discovered in the reign of Henry 
VII. by Christopher Columbus, a native of Genoa, in 
Italy; the northern parts of America were discovered 
by Cabot, an Englishman. 

275. In this reign, maps were first used, and shillings 
first coined. Henry Vll. was very fond of money, 
and when he died, he left immense simis behind him. 

276. By his marriage with Elizabeth of York, daught« 
er of Edward IV. Henry VII. united the houses of 
York and Lancaster. He died of consumption, at 
Richmond, aged 52, having reigned twenty-four 
years. Succeeded by his son, 

277. HENRY VIII. I609. 

Sumamed Defender or the Faith. This title was 
giyen him by the Pope, because he wrote a book in favour 
of the Romish religion ; the Sovereign of England still 
has this title.

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279. Cardinal Wolsey was Prime Minister^ ta&^ fyg 
a time, was a great favourite of the King; but \^nviag 
offended Henry, he was disgraced, and died at Ijsiee^m 
on his way to London to be tried for his life ; hh hml 
words were " Had I served my God, as faithfully ai 

I have served my King, He would not have forsaken 
me in my old age.'' 

280. Henry VIII. was the first King who was styled 
Your Majesty ; before his time, the Kings were ad v 
dressed as Your Highness, or Your Grace. 

281. In this reign, the Bermudas, Japan, Ladronc^ 
and Philippine Islands were discovered. Peru wa% 
also discovered. The battle of Flodden Field was 
fought, between the English and the Scotch; the £ng"t 
lish were victorious. 

282. The battle of the Spurs was also fought, between 
the English and French ; when peace was concluded, 
Henry V III. and Francis I. the French King, met on 
the plains of Ardres, near Calais ; such grand diver- 
sions and splendid rejoicings took place, that the spot 
was called the " Field of the Cloth of Gold.** 

283. The reign of Henry VIII. is one of the most 
famous in history, because then the Reformation 
took place ; this was when many good men renounced 
the errors into which the Church of Rome had fallen ; 
they retained all that was good and gave up all that 
was bad, in the old religion. 

284. The word Reformation means a making better. 
The Reformers denied the authority of the Pope or 
Bishop of Rome, who had assumed a great deal of 
power in England. 

285. Henry VIII. was very capricious ; at one time, 
he would take part ^th the Reformers, and at 
another time, with the Papists, as best suited his 
selfish views. 

286. At this time, there were a number of monas- 
terfes and abbeys in England •, iVie&e 'wexft \fe\\^wv& 

houses, Inhabited by monks and ti\\tv%, AexoVft^ va ^ 
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life of piety; — Henry craelly ordered all these houses 
to be suppressed, that he might seize their lands and 
revenues. 

287. The monks and nuns were turned out of doors, 
and many of them died for want of food or clothing. 
Martin Luther and Calvin were two celebrated Ger- 
man Reformers. 

288. Many great men were beheaded in this reign ; 
the Duke of Buckingham ; Lord Surrey ; Sir Thomas 
More the Lord Chsmcellor ; and Fisher, Bishop of 
Rochester, who had been tutor to the King. The Bible 
was first translated into English. 

289. Henry VIH. was a cruel and selfish tyrant ; but 
he was learned, and had been very handsome in his 
youth. He died of a disorder in his leg, aged 55, 
having reigned thirty-eight years. He was succeeded 
by his only scm, 

290. EDWARD VL 1547. 

This Prince was but nine years of age, when he became 
King of England. His uncle, the Duke of Somerset, 
was chosen Protector during his minoritv ; afterwards 
the Duke of Northumberland became Protector. 

291. In this reign, our Book of Common Prayer was 
compiled, by a number of pious bishops and clergymen. 

292. An insurrection took place, headed by Ket, a 
tanner, who was taken prisoner and beheaded. The 
Battle of Pinkey or Musselburgh was fought with the 
Scots ; the Engtish were victorious. 

293. Engraving was invented ; also knitting stock- 
ings; half crowns were first coined, and the study 
of anatomy encouraged. * 

294. Edward VL was an amiable and excellent prince ; 
learned, pious and charitable. He kept a journal 
or dia^, which is still preserved in the Brilish 
Museum. 

295. Edward's eldest sv&tet, ^w?!, N««i ^^^^ 
CatboUc ; therefore, the l)u\Le^l5Vw>)a^asSofe^ 
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suaded him to leave the crown to Lady Jane Grey, his 
cousin, who had married the Duke's son. Lord 
Guilford Dudley. 

296. Edward Vl. died of a consumption, aged 16, 
having reigned seven years ; he was much regretted 
by the nation. 

29^. After his death, the people objected to Mary 
and Elizabeth being set aside for Lady Jane Grey, 
as they were the late King's sisters, ana the rightful 
heirs to the throne. Lady Jane Grey, therefore reign- 
ed but ten days ; and Mary was acknowledged Queen 
of England. 

298. MARY. 1553. 

Called Thb Bloody, because she persecuted and bwned 
the Protestants for their religion. 

HUSBAND. 

1. Philip II. King of Spain. She had no children and 
was succeeded by her sister. 

299. This Queen was the daughter of Henry VIII. 
and Catherine of Arragon. Lady Jane Grey and her 
husband. Lord Guilford Dudley, were beheaded soon 
after Msuy's accession. 

300. In this reign, the French recovered Calais, 
which had been in the possession of the English 
since the reign of Edward III ; the Queen was much 
distressed at this loss. 

301. Mary was a bigoted Roman Catholic; Bishops 
Gardiner, Bonner and Tonstal assisted her to per- 
secute the Protestants. Bishop Bonner gained the 
name of Bloody Bonner by his cruelty. 

302. Two hundred and twenty persons were burnt 
in this reign for their religion ; some of them were 
women and children. Rogers, Hooper, Ferrar, Ridley, 
Latimer and Archbishop Cranmer were amongst the 
martyrs. 

303. Queen Mary was neither amiable nor engaging 
in appearance; her disposition was gVoom^ «ndL\.Yi«^« 

ir/caJ. She died of a dropsy, aged 4^ VtfsSnsm, t«» * 
if ve years and a few months. 
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304. BLIZABETH. 1558. 

Sumamed The Maiden, because she was never married : 
she was also called Good Queen Bess. 

This Queen was the daughter of Henry VIII. 
and Anne Boleyn. She was attached to the Refor- 
med Church, and refused to marry Philip II. of 
Spain* because he was a Roman Catholic; — ^besides 
that she did not choose to marry her late sister^s 
husband. 

305. Philip was so angry at the Queen's refusal, that 
he sent a fleet of ships to conquer England ; this fleet 
was called the Invincible Armada. — Invincible, means 
imconquerable, and the Spaniards thouffht that their 
fleet could not be conquered ; — ^but the English com- 
pletely defeated them. 

306. In this rei^, a dreadful massacre of Protestants 
took place at Pans, by order of Charles IX. of France ; 
10,000 Protestants were murdered on St. Bartholo- 
mew's d&Y. 

307. Kmves were first made in England; and 
watches and telescopes introduced from Germany. 
The first newspaper was printed, called ''The Eng- 
lish Mercurie," which may still be seen in the British 
Museum. 

308. Shakspeare and Spenser, the two great poets, 
lived at this time. Virginia, in North America was 
discovered by Sir Walter Raleigh. — ^The Royal Ex- 
change was built. — Sir Francis Drake sailed round 
the globe. 

309. Queen Elizabeth was guilty of great cruelty in 
ordering the execution of her cousin, Mary Queen of 
Scots, who had fled to England for protection against 
her own subjects who had rebelled against her. 

310. Elizabeth suspected the Scottish Queen of a de- 
sign to dethrone her ; and, accordingly, caused this 
beautiful and unfortunate vf otsl^w. V) \^ 'vssi!^>aKicR^N&.

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311. The wise and excellent Lord Burleigh was prime 
minister in this reign. The Earl of Leicester, Sir 
Walter Raleigh, and the Earl of Essex were the fa- 
vourites of Queen Elizaheth. 

312. On one occasion. Sir Walter Raleigh spread his 
cloak on the ground for the Queen to wsdk upon ; an 
act of gallantry which gained him her favour. Another 
time, he wrote on a guiss window, 

« Fain would I climb, but that I fear to ^1.** 

When the Queen saw it, she wrote underneath, with her 
diamond ring, 

<« If thy heart M\ thee, climb not at all." 

313. Elizaheth is considered one of England's great- 
est sovereigns ; she governed the nation with mudi 
%vi8dom. As a woman, she was vain and passionate; 
she liked to be praised for beauty, though she had not 
much claim to it, and was very jealous of the superior 
charms of her unhappy cousin, Mary, Queen of Scoti. 

314. She was very fond of dress, and at her deatl^ 
left three thousand different habits. Westminster 
school was founded in this reign. Queen Elizabeth 
was never married ; she died in the 70th year of her 
age, having reigned forty-five years. 

315. Three husbands of Mary, Queen of Scots.

318. Sir Walter Raleigh, the famous navigator and 
historian, was beheaded on a charge of high treason. 
Potatoes were first introduced from Brazil. The 
circulation of the blood was discovered by Dr. Harvey. 

319. James I. was very fond of peace, and it is said 
that he used to shudder at the sight of a naked sword. 
He had favourites, who had great influence over him, 
and managed nearly all the afiairs of the nation :~ 
Robert Carr, and Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, were 
the principal. 

320. In this reign the famous Gunpowder Plot took 
place, and was discovered by the King. The Roman 
Catholics had laid a plan to blow up Doth houses of 
Parliament, the King, Queen, and Prince Henry. Guy 
Fawkes, Catesby, and Percy were the chief conspira- 
tors, and suffered the punishment of death. 

321. During this reign, the present translation of 
the Bible was produced. Inigo Jones, the famous 
architect lived ; and also Ben Jonson, the poet and 
play-writer. 

322. When James I. began to reign, the crowns of 
England and Scotland became united and have re- 
mained so ever since. James I. was awkward in his 
person and manners ; he was amiable and charitable, 
but a great coward.

326. The most important events which tock. place in 
this reign, were the civil wars between the Kinsr and 
his Parliament. The King imposed taxes whicn the 
people refused to pay, and this caused the wars. 

327. The followers of King Charles were called 
Cavaliers and Royalists; those who opposed the 
King were called Parliamentarians and Round-heads, 
because they wore their hair cropped close, when thi 
fashion at court was to wear the hair in long curls. 

328. Six terrible battles took place between the 
Parliamentarians and Royalists. 

1. Battle of Edge-hill, Warwickshire. 

2. Battle of ChalgroYe Field, near O^iford. 

3. Battle of Lansdown, near Bath.

329. The Battle of Naseby was gained by the Parli- 
i^mentarians, and the King retreated to Oxford; he 
then placed himself under the protection of the Scotch^ 
who, as he thought, were friends to Vvvnv% \i>3X. v\mk^ 

l^aifeJ/ »old him to bis enemies ioi £4lQ0^QW. 
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330. The unfortunate King was first imprisoned at 
Holdenby Castle, Northamptonshire, and afterwards 
at Hampton Court, from which place he escaped ; he 
was retaken, and imprisoned at Uarisbrook Castle, in 
the Isle of Wight. 

331. The Parliament accused King Charles of trea- 
son, brought him to trial, and condemned him to death. 
Bishop Juxon attended him on the scaffold, and paid 
the last sad duties to his King and friend : the King 
prayed for his enemies, and his last words were, 
" I go from a corruptible to an incorruptible crown." 

332. At one blow, his head was severed from his 
body, in the 48th yeai of his age, and twenty-fourth 
of his reign. Charles I. was a good man, but an un- 
wise monarch. 

333. After his death, there was a complete change 
both in the religion and government of England. The 
established church was nearly broken up, and a great 
portion of the people became puritans. Monarchy 
was destroyed, and England became a Protectorate, 
Conunonweath, or Republic; that is, a government 
without a sovereign. 

334. Before the death of the King, the Parliament 
beheaded Lord Strafford, and Archbishop Laud ; and 
the Duke of Buckingham was assassinated at Ports- 
mouth, by a man named Felton. In the reign of 
Charles I. the Bahama Isles were discovered ; and 
barometers and thermometers invented. 

335. OLIVER CROMWELL. 

Styled Protector of the kealm, took upon himself 
the rcius of government, after the death of King Charles. 
He was the son of a private gentleman of Huntingdon ; 
and although he refused to be cnllcd a King, he was 
tyrannical und selfish in tlic highest degree.

337. His tyranny caused him to be detestable to the 
people of England, and they now began to regret their 
cruelty to their rightful sovereign^ whose place was 
filled by a low-born usurper. 

338. Even CromweU's own family disapproved of 
the course which he had taken ; and his fannirite 
daughter, Mrs. Clajrpole, reproached him on her 
death-bed, with the crimes which had led to the mur- 
der of King Charles and his usurpation of the throne. 

339. The Protector became very suspicious, and im- 
agined that every stranger he saw was plottuig against 
his life ; he always carried pistols in his pockety and 
changed his bed-room every night. 

340. Cromwell died of a tertian ague, in the 59tb 
year of his age, having been Protector nine-years. 
He left the Protectorate to his son Richard ; but he 
had nut the abilities of his father, and soon signed 
his resignation of the power, and retired to his estate 
in Hertfordshire, where he lived to a great age, much 
respected. 

341. Cromwell was ambiikms, brave and prudent; 
he was capable of great deceit, and was thought to be 
a hypocrite in his uncommon pretensions to rehgion. 
The cavaliers, or followers of King Charles, usually 
gave him the nickname of *' Old Noll."

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343. General Monk, was the principal person who 
arranged affairs for the return of the lawful King to 
the throne of England ; and in a short time, by the 
consent of all his subjects, Charles II. was restored.

344. CHARLES II. 

Snmamed Thb MaRtiY Monarch, on account of his 
gay and Uvely disposition.

346. He was lawfully King as soon as his father was 
dead 1649; but on account of Cromwell's usurpation, 
he was not acknowledged as King until 1660. 

347. He was 30 years of age» when he was called to 
the throne ; his restoration took place on his birth-day, 
the 29th of May $ we still keep this day in commemo- 
ration of the event. 

348. Many of those who had a hand in the late 
King's murder, now met with their punishment, but 
some of them escaped to foreign countries; these 
persons were called regicides. 

349* Several plots and conspiracies took place during 
the reign of Charles II.; the principal were the meal- 
tub plot, the rye-house plot, the )K)pi6h plot, &c. &c. 

350. Algernon Sydney and Lord Russell were be- 
headed on a pretence of treason.

383. When this King began to reign. Great Britain 
was in the hiffhest decree of prosnerity. Captain Cook 
sailed round the world; New HoUandwas discovered; 
and the Isle of Man annexed to the British crown. 

384. William Pitt, tlie great Earl of Chatham, died 
in 1778. The American Colonists, who were subjects 
of the King of England, revised to pay the heavy taxes 
which were imposed upon them ; ttiey revolted, and 
after havinff defeated the English armies repeatedly, 
established their independence in 1783. 

385. This event is called the American Revolution. 
The American armies were commanded by General 
Washin^n ; and £nff]and having acknowledged the 
independence of the Americans, the nation took the 
title of the United States of America. 

386. In this reign the bloodv French Revolution took 
place, when the French killea their good King, Louis 
XVI.

*..410. In the early part of the present year, 1848, the 
French effected a third Revolution ; Louis Philippe and 
his wife fled in disguise, and took refuge in England. 
The French proclaimed a Republic, and confiscated the 
property of their late King. France continues in a 
state of excitement.
